Four years after this Gridiron Dinner, Franklin 
D. Roosevelt was elected to the presidency. Since 
then the Government of the United States has never 
for a moment been a cipher; it has been clearly 
seen, heard, felt—and thoroughly and continuousl 
discussed—by all the American people, and by all 
the other peoples of this earth. 

The Roosevelt revolution was a historical 
nomenon which is still difficult to appraise in true 
perspective, because it still goes on. It was not 
merely a political and economic revolution—it was | 
spiritual as well. 


AT THE END OF THE FIRST EIGHT YEARS 
of the New Deal, and on the eve of Pearl Harbor, 
Gerald W. Johnson of the Baltimore Sun wrote of | 
Roosevelt: 

“No man has shattered more precedents. No man 
has torn down more ancient structures. No man has 
altered more rapidly and radically the whole Amer- 
ican scheme of things. Yet no man believes more 
implicitly that the building of America was, on the 
whole, a pretty good job.” 

Roosevelt clearly realized that a revolution was 
necessary—-but it was a revolution not to destroy 
the American institutions of private capital, free 
enterprise and private competition and agg but 
to save them, As Mr. Johnson wrote, the “desire 
to improve upon the existing system is the very 
antithesis of a desire to demolish it.” 

Roosevelt saw the danger which lay in the mis- 
ery and degradation of the depression of the early 

30e—the danger that Communism might snare 
America into a glittering delusion of at least a 
chante to make a living instead of facing starvation. 

He saw that danger long before he was first nom- 
inated; and he gave it expression in his acceptance 
speech of 1932: :

THE ROOSEVELT REVOLUTION MUST BE 
considered from two aspecte—domestic and foreign. 
Not that they were in his mind two separate accom- 
plishments. To Roosevelt they were parts of the 
same process. 

The domestic revolution was political: for it re- 
stored to the great masses of rican citizens the 
control of their own government which during the 
decade following World War I had been seized by 
small groups of concentrated economic power. 

It was spiritual: for it insisted that this political 

wer should be used to promote the general wel- 
are—measured primarily in terms of human values 
rather than vested rights of property. 

Roosevelt knew what was coeutrod to accomplish 
these social and spiritual objectives: First, a strong 
central government ready to use affirmative action 
to bring them about “rather than to stand by and 
hope that general economic laws alone would at- 
tain them”: second, a determination by that gov- 
ernment “that a new order of things designed to 
benefit the great mass of our farmers, workers and 
business men would replace the old order of special 
privilege in a nation which was completely and 
thoroughly disgusted witlf ‘the existing dispensation.” 

The old theory of laissez-faire and rugged indi- 
vidualism had to undergo a complete re-examina- 


tion and reappraisal in 1933. Rugged individual- 


ism had become an anachronism in the modern 
industrial system where it was routine for one co 
ration to own the plant and machinery with which 
to employ 20,000 men or more—who owned nothin 
but their hands and their labor. Rugged individ- 
ualism meant little to the farmer whose ucts 
had to be sold thousands of miles away from his 
farm, at prices which were fixed by forces beyond 
his control. ' 

For these and for all Americans, the government 
had to establish new rules of the game which would 
be fifirer to both sides. Roosevelt set out to write 
these new rules, + 

Did this mean interference by government in what 
had always been considered the private business of 
its citizens? Of course it did. ~~ 

But Roosevelt refused to admit, for example, that 
it was purely private business for an employer to 
agree with his employes upon starvation wages or un- 
conscionable hours of labor, or to hire children to 
toil in mills or factories—so a fair‘labor standards 
law was enacted, and child labor was abolished; or 
that it was purely private business to permit implac- 
able employers to

A SCORE OF OTHER STATUTES FOUND 
their way into this new American way of life during 
those first Hundted Days of Roosevelt's Administra- 
tion and in the years which followed. They all be- 
spoke Roosevelt's underlying philosophy: that the 
combined resources of all the people—in the person 
of the Federal Government itself—must be used to 
help the underprivileged and handicap 
economic struggle against more powerful forces. And 
those forces included not only the forces of stronger 
economic power, but also all the diverse forces of 
nature: floods, drouth, soil erosion and depletion; 
old age, accident, disease. They included slums and 
bad housing and inadequate education. And above 
all they included economic forces against which the 
individual man and woman had no protection at 
all—depression and consequent unemployment. 

This was the philosophy behind the TVA and 
the NRA and the Social Security Act, the National 
Housing Act and all the PWA, WPA and other un- 
employment relief acts. 

me of these reforms—like social security, old- 
age assistance, unemployment insurance, minimum 
wages—were long overdue in this country. They 
were acts of basic social justice which by 1933 had 
become almost commonplace in Great Britain and 
many other nations in Europe. To Roosevelt these 
were minimum .requirements in a program to pro- 
tect our human resources. 

In his most recent history, “The Big Change,” 
Frederick Lewis Allen has written: 

- “When the American system broke down badly 
in the Great Depression, the repair work and recon- 
struction was pretty drastic, and some was foolish. 
But the hasic principle of unrevolutionary and ex- 
perimental change prevailed. . . . We had re- 
pealed the Iron Law of Wages. We had: brought 
about a virtually automatic redistribution of income 
from the well-to-do to the less well-to-do. 
We had discovered a new frontier to o 

urchasing power of the poor. . . . When World 
War II came along, we discovered that if Washing- 
ton jammed the accelerator right down to the floor- 
boards the engine began to run smoothly and fast, 
And when the war was over, and Washington re- 
leased the accelerator, it still hummed.” 

The principal legislative programs of the New 
Deal were largely completed during Roosevelt's first 
term in the presidency. During his second term, 
his concern turned increasingly from domestic prob- 
lems to the rising tide of terror in Europe, Africa 
and Asia. It seemed that the forward progress of 
civilization was being brought to a halt by a few 
tyrante—that the human race was being commanded 
to turn about face and start a shametul retreat to 
barbarism. Mussolini’s Fascists brutally attacked 
Ethiopia; the Japanese imperialists, having seized 

Manchuria, inva the Republic of China itself; 
Hitler’s Nazis devoured Austria and Czechoslovakia; 


’ the Spanish Republic became a battleground for 


Nazi-Fascism versus Communism, and the chief vic- 
tim of the civil war was liberal democracy. 


ROOSEVELT SAW THE ACTUALITIES AND 
the implications of this mounting peril. He saw 
them earlier and more clearly than did many of the 
leaders of Western Europe. But he had a long and 
supremely difficult st before he could obtain 
the essential authority, on our peeves con- 
fidence, which enabled him to act.

Otherwise, the only memorable achievements of 
the early years internationally were the Reciprocal 
Trade Agreements and the recognition of the enor- 
mous reality of the Soviet Union. Both of these 
measures were important in indica the establish- 
ment of a new climate in our foreign policy. . 

It was not, however, until October 1937, in the 
famous “Quarantine” in Chicago, that Roose- 
velt stood forth as a world leader in denouncing “in- 
ternational -lawlessness” and the “reign of terror” 
in Europe, Africa and Asia. The leadership thus 
indicated was, unfortunately, short-lived. The roars 
of protest that this speech evoked from the Congrtss 
pe important sections of the press — new 
assurance to foreign governments, and particularly 
to rs, that for once Roosevelt was not speak- 
ing for the majority of the American people. 


FOR THE TWO YEARS FOLLOWING THE 
“Quarantine” speech Roosevelt's prestige and influ- 
ence throughout the world were at low ebb. His 
role in the Munich crisis of 1938 was a negligible 
one. When Hitler elected to precipitate war in 
1939; and Stalin committed Russia to collaboration 
with the Nazis, both of these cynical dictators 
counted on the neutrality and indeed the impotence 
of the United States. ey discounted the Ameri- 
can capacity for indignation at brutal assaults on 
freedom. With the dismemberment of Poland and 
Stalin’s attack on Finland, Roosevelt knew that pub- 
lic opinion was catching up with the shocking reali- 
ties of the world situation, however obstinate and 
vocal the diehard isolationists might sfill be in 
denying it. He asked for and obtained from the 
Congress revision of the Neutrality Law, thereby 
enabling Great Britain and France to obtain war 
matériel on a cash-and-carry b 

On June 10, 1940, with France on the verge of 
surrender, with Mussolini impelling Italy into the 
war for a last-minute share of the loot, with Britain 
facing the prospect of ng to fight alone against _ 
seemingly impossible odds, Roosevelt made one of 
the most courageous decisions of his career. In his 
“stab-in-the-back” at Charlottesville, Va., he

These were “more than mere words.” It was a 
statement of policy which Roosevelt put into effect 
immediately, sending to Britain all the aid that was 
legally and practicably possible.

Is this the whole meaning of the power struggle 
in the world today? By defying the Kremlin, Tito 
has the mask of ideological pretension from 
the face of Russian imperialism. By embrac- 
ing Tito with its left arm and Franco with its right, 
the United States has shown that the safegua 
nation’s interests involves the subordination 


of ov to military requirements. 

In the face of such evidence, which could be mul- 
tiplied many times, we may easily conclude that 
Bierce was essentially right and that- ideas are 
merely camouflage for the great realities of military 
and economic power. It would be a cynical conclu- 
sion. It would also be a Marxian conclusion becayse 
it would imply that men have no real power to 
choose between good and evil. | 

As an offset to that stultifying fataliem I suggest 
that the present power struggle is just an, incident 
in a great war of ideas: and that ideas will continue 
tc divide the world whether the United States and 
Russia make war or peace. If that is true, we Amer- 

icans cannot understand the nature of the Commu- 
nist challenge unless we understand the ideas be- 
‘hind it. Moreover, we cannot meet that challenge 
successfully unless we grasp the meaning of our own 
tradition and the vital ideas that animate it. 

A basic Communist idea is that the world-wide 
triumph of Communism is inevitable. This belief 
in the inevitability of total victory is not based on 
an estimate of the power of Russia. . It is a corollary 
of the Communist conviction that the non-Commu:- 
nist countries contain within themselves the seeds 
of their own destruction. This conclusion is drawn 
from the Marxist interpretation of history which 
was formulated long before Russia went Communist. 


ACCORDING TO MARX’S COMMUNIST MAN- 
ifesto, “the whole history of mankind has been a 
history of class struggles, contests between exploit- 
ing and exploited, ruling and oppressed classes.” 
These class struggles have always involved the ar- 
rangements whereby goods are produced and dis- 
tributed. Marx believed that the dominance of the 
capitalist clase would be a temporary phase in hie- 
tory and that there are certain internal contradic: 
tions in the economic workings of the capitalist 
system which insure its doom. He predicted that 
capitalism would become steadily more oppressive 
of the working classes. Capitalists would continue 
to enlarge their capacity to produce goods while at 
the same time they would hold down the earnings 


- of their workers. The workers would be unable to 


huy the goods they made. 

The trends toward overproduction and under- 
consumption would lead to a series of economic de- 
pressions that would ultimately wreck the system. 

he proletariat would revolt, it would take over the 
means of production and the apparatus of govern- 
ment. The course of history, according to Marx, is 
determined. by economic forces that are moving in- 
exotably to an inevitable consummation. “A stage 
has now been reached,” he wrote a century ago, 
“where the exploited and oppressed class—the pro- 
leturiat—-cannot attain its emancipation from the 
away of the exploiting and ruling class—the bour- 
eoisie—-without, at the same time, and once and 
or all, emancipating society from all exploitation, 
oppression, class-distinction, and class struggles.” 

Communist Manifesto calls on the workers 
of the world to overthrow the bourgeoisie by vio- 
lence and to establish dictatorships of the prole- 
tariat; thie new kind of dictatorship would excise 
the capitalist malignancy from the body politic and 
so create a glassless Utopia. 

In the light of historical perspective, the Commu- 
nist call to revolution appears to be counter-revolu- 
tionary, It promises a Utopia that must be the 
creation of a dictatorship because men in their pres- 
ent corrupted state of nature are consideréd inca- 
pable of governing themselves. In ‘contrast with the 
“iin mp of Jefferson's call to revolution of the 
preceding century, Marx's Communist Manifesto is 
feactionary. tt denies the proposition that. the 
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ion of Independence are based

American revolution affirmed: if government is to 
be for the people, it must be by the ple. 

According to the .Declaration of Independence, 
governments derive “their just powers from the con- 
sent of the governed.” Individual men are both 
ralers and ruled. The pur of government is to 
promote the basic rights of all its citizens, not just 
men of this or that class or color or creed. 


THE. POLITICAL PRINCIPLES OF THE 
Declaration are based on religious convictions about 
the nature of man. It says that “all men are created 
equal, that they are endowed by their Creator with 
certain unalienable rights . . .” The rights which’ 
men have are not conferred on them by the govern- 
ments under which they happen to live, or by social 
or economic status, Their validity does not derive 
from the customs of particular communities that 
happen to be liberal. Basic rights are proper to 
the nature of persons created in the image of God. 
All men are equal in the sense that they are men. 


_ Sharing a common humanity, they may claim the 


same human rights. A second-class man is a con- 
tradiction in terms. Exploitation of any man vio- 
lates “the laws of nature and of nature's God.” 

Seventy-two vears after the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence was signed, Marx rejected as sheer hy- 
pocrisy Jefferson's proposition that the purpose of 
government was to promote the rights of all. 

In 1848 he declared in the Communist Manifesto 
that “political power is merely the organized power 
of one class for oppressing another.” He scoffed at 
political doctrines which’ represent .“not true _re- 
quirements, but requirements of truth, not the in- 
terests of the proletariat, but the interests of Human 
Nature, of Man in general, who belongs to no class, 
has no reality, who exists only in the misty realm 
of philosophical phantasy.” Marx contended that 
religious ideas were simply used as an “opiate” to 
lull the oppressed classes into acquiescence: 

A question which has perennially perplexed stu- 
dents of ideology is the extent to which ideas shape 
events or events shape ideas. It is significant that 
the Communist Manifesto was published by a Ger- 
man philosopher in 1848. That was a year in which 
a reactionary government in Germany forced some 
liberal reformers to leave the country. The princi- 
ples of the Deglaration of Independence had made 
some headway in Eu shortly after 1776. They 
had helped to tmeplay aie French Revolution. But 
the liberal ideas which the French Revolution 
planted over the continent were uprooted in the 
aftermath of the Napoleonic power struggles. Eu- 
ropean liberalism was st by a social struc- 
ture which froze men into classes from which they 
could not move, and by economic practices which 
made the rich richer and the poor poorer. 


MARX WROTE WITH THE HINDSIGHT OF 
one who had observed the dark eclipse of the prin- 
ciples of the French Revolution in Europe in the 
early nineteenth century.

Kremlin has no seegeneten about retreating in 
the face of superior force. And being under the 
compulsion of no time-table, it does not get panicky 


“under the necessity for such retreat.” 


Americans hope that by building great deterrent 
power we may prevent general war. The Commo- 


nists may be deterred from employing armed force — 
to further-their objectives if the price of aggression 


in terms of retaliation becomes too high for the 
Soviet Union to pay. But holding the Red armies 
in check is not enough to check the spread of Com- 
munism. It should remembered that Marx did 
~ mot count on the military conquest of the world by 
the first Communist power to achieve a triumph. 
Ideological conflicts demand infinitely more _re-

If America is to succeed in the war of ideas, we shall 
have to avoid the dangerous delusions that we can 
triumph over Communism simply through supremacy 
in power or production or propaganda, 


IF WE PERMIT THE INTENSITY OF OUR 
convictions to give way to impatience or impetuosiy, 
we may succumb tothe delusion that military power 
can be effective in. spreading our own ideology or in 
oreren act from ideologies we know to be 
false battlefields of ideological conflict are lo- 
cated in the human mind. Minds are. changed by per- 
suasion, not coercion. Ideas cannot be blasted by 
bombe, but only by the superior force of better 
ideas, Admiral Mahan put it well when he said that 
“The purpose of military power is to provise time 
for moral ideas to take root.” We should not 
come so preoccupied with the idea that we are, the 
greatest power that we overlook the power of our 
greatest ideas. 

“We are deluded if we think that the supremacy 
of our productive capacity and the sharing of our 
inventions and techniques, with other countries will 
be enough to make freedom secure in the world, 
Tractors are not substitutes for land reform in areas 
where feudalism invites Communism. 

There are those who labor under the delusion 
that success in the war for the minds of men de- 
pends primarily on propaganda techniques. Our 
methods of psychological warfare can probably be 
improved. ft ian not enough merely to expose the 
fraud of Communism. We should make clear that, 
unlike the Communists, we have no desire to re- 
cteate the world in our image. ‘Too many people 
abroad have the impression that the American 
heritage simply consists of the world's foremost in- 
dustrial plant. They have taken the Sears-Roebuck 
catalogue rather than the Declaration of Independ- 
ence as the statement of what America offers. The 
Sears catalogue is impressive, but it is not distin- 
guished for its ideological content, People every- 
where should know that this republic was born in 
a revolution that affirmed the rights of man. But 
it will not suffice merely to broadcast our principles 
to large parts of the world where the right to life 
is impaired by u death rate that makes life expec- 
tancy less than half of what it is in America, where 
liberty is a word unknown to communities almost 
entirely illiterate, where the pursuit of happiness 
must be made on an empty stomach. 


PROPAGANDA TECHNIQUES AT BEST ARE

IN THE EYES OF SOME EUROPEANS 
America is still regarded as a purely materialistic 
civilization, indifferent to the age of the spirit. 
The charge has had validity, but it is no longer true. 
Today the widespread interest in the visual arts 
alone is sufficient evidence to disprove it. St. Louis 
is a case in point. In the first annual report of the 
City Art Museum a total attendance of some 80,000 
visitors was recorded. Today that figure has swelled 
to between five and six times the number. Several 
million Americans thronged their art museums to 
see the Berlin Masterpieces and the Vienna Treas- 
ures in recent years, and St. Louis produced record 
attendances for both exhibitions. the provincial 
museums of England and France maudlin sentimen- 
tality as is seen in Bouguereau’s “Innocence” is still 
admired. Such public favorites of a less tasteful 
age in America gather dust in museum storerooms or 
await the gavel in second class auction houses. The 
great and significant modern painti neglected 
by the same era, such as Van "s irway at 
Auvers,” have replaced them in the seats of honor.

Of this number the collections 
of five or six are of international significance. * A 
European museum director recently declared that the 
private collections of ‘St. Louis excel those of London 
and Paris.

A radioactive ance can 
be introduced in a circula system in extremely 
small quantities, and traced ughout its progress 
in the system. ; 

Detecting devices such as the G-M counter, are so 
sensitive that it is possible to detect the presence of 
radioactive atoms down to less than one trillionth of 
an ounce of some elements. The Atomic Energy Com- 
mission has described the sensitivity of present de- 
tecting devices with this example: could detect 
one ounce ‘of radioactive sugar uniformly mixed in 
two billion 100-lb, sacks of ord sugar.”

was the spread and effectiveness of crime in all its 
mid-century magnitude. 


It was disillusionidg and sickening to see the 
links between racketeers and government officials in 
so many widely separated sections of the government 
—the constables, policemen and detectives who ac- 
cepted their $10 to protect gamblers and other law 
breakers; the sheriffs and city officials who cut 
themselves in percentage-wise on the profits of crim- 
inal undertakings: and the candidates for public 
office, even up to the level of governor, who accepted 
lush campaign contributions. 


It was disgusting to see the shoddy retinue of 
lawyers and accountants and tax consultants who 
answered every beck arid call of the racketeering 
element in many cities. The lawyérs were not con- 
tent with seeing that their clients had their day in 
court; they were often advisers on the gang’s opera- 
tions, These lawyers even taught the racketeers a 
little law on the side. 


I recall testimony taken from Tony Lopiparo, one 
of St. Louis’ less respectable citizens, who was asked 
about hie. presence in Tijuana, Mexico, with a 
group of Sicilian criminala of the Mafia organiza- 
tion. He refused to answer. I asked his legal 
grounds. “I got a constitution, ain’t 1?” he snapped. 

Local and state bar associations have not yet 
tightened nee pia wae ethical standards govern- 
ing members of the bar. 


OUR SENATE CRIME COMMITTEE RECOM- 
mended creation of a Federal Crime Commission.

I believe strongly government should operate 
in the open; should live in a “gold fish bowl.” The 
pooere must be well informed about the operation 
of their government if it is to be and good. 
Agencies which operate openly are bound to be more 
honest anid effective than those which do not. 


It is not just a question of Freedom of the Press. 
It is a question of Freedom of Information. 

Believing in this principle as strongly as I do, my 
first action after pe vagmit Attorney General of the 
United States, was to establish an open door policy. 
All pardoris or actions granting clemency are now 
made a matter of public record. The names of all 
~ rs of such requests are likewise made avail- 
able oe reas so that the public may know who 
suppo those seeking clemency. 


Tax settlements and settlements of claims against 
or by the Government likewise are made a matter 
of public record when a sizeable sum is involved. 


NOW NONE OF THESE MATTERS HAD ANY- 
thing to do with our national safety. But during the 
prior stg ng these things were not made 
public. y were buried. No wonder there were 
charges of skulduggery leveled at the prior admin- 
istration of the Department of Justice. No one knew 
what was going on, except the officials handling the 
matters. 

Elsewhere in the past, newspaper reporters, pri- 
vate citizens and a ox me of Congress found 
themselves balked in their request for information 
about government affairs, even though the answers 
which could havé been given to their questions had 
nothing Whatever to do with the security of the 
nation. 


I had four major objections to the previous Ee 
am from the standpoint of sound public policy 
they were: : 

1. By tsing vague and broad descriptions of se- 
curity information, they allowed government ol- 
ficials to withhold many types of information which 
could be publicly disclosed without endangering the 
national security. 


2. There was a tendency to follow the dangerous 
policy heretofore used by dictator nations of au- 
thorizing government officials to use the term “Na- 
tional Security” indiscriminately, and thereby throw 
a veil of secrecy over many items which historically 
have been open to the public in this country. 

3. By duthorizing classification of too many kinds 
of documents as “Security Information,” they tended 
to promote a careless attitude u the part of some 
government employes who handled security informa- 
tion. In other words, defense secrets leaked out. 


4. They tended to build up a barrier between gov- 
ernment and the press, which is inimical to our tra- 
ditional freedom of the press. 


OUR NEW PROGRAM WILL PROTECT 
every legitimate irement of national safety. At 
the same time it will honor the basic tenets of free- 
dom of information which are so vitally important 
to the presérvation of our form of government. 


We limiit the number of agencies which can classi- 
fy inforniation, At the same time, we limit the num- 
ber of officials who can have a document or other 
type of information labeled as “top secret,” “secret,” 
or “confiilential.” 

More importagt, there are itive provisions for

In every one million people possessing the 
rudiments of what is called civilization there is prob- 
ably about the same number capable of producin 
such works. Why are such works not steadily an 
uniformly produced in all civilized countries? 

The answer does not seem to lie wholly in the 
material conditions of a country. Leisure is indis: 
pensable to the development of a significant culture, 
and a certain minimum of wealth is necessary for 
leisure. But wealth and leisure do not necessarily 
or automatically produce a significant culture. 
Sparta was as authes and leisured as Athens. The 
Athenians valued works of art and thought, and the 
Spartans did not. 

They devoted themselves and their resources to 
war. Many of the Popes, tyrants, and oligarchs 
ruling in Italy set the highest possible value on 


works of art and thought. The result was the Italian 
Renaissance. 


THE UNITED STATES HAS WEALTH AND 
leisure unparalleled in the history of the world. 
Among its people there are undoubtedly many 
capable of producing significant works. But these 
works will not appear unless the society sets such a 
value on them as to induce those capable of maki 
them to dedicate themselves to this task from child- 
hood on. :

I think 
it cannot be denied that a significant culture arises 
only when those who set the standards of a society 
seriously want such a culture. 

a democracy the people are the ultimate source 
of authority in cultural as well as in political mat- 
ters. Is there any inherent reason why the people 
should not value significant works of art and 
thought? 

It is often argued that there is. It is said that 
the mass of mankind is and always must he so 
brutish and so busy with brutish preoccupations that 
a society in which the people are the ultimate source 
of authority must inevitably be,one that is ‘without 
a significant culture. The mass of the people can 
be a interested in material goods and in those 
_ works of thought, like science and technology, which 
promise them longer and more contfatalhs lives. 
But, it is said, in the nature of the case the mass of 
the people cannot be expected to be interested in 
those cultural products which offer them nothing 
but moral, intellectual, aesthetic, and spiritual en- 
richment. Hence the world-wide march of democracy 
thust mean the extinction of the possibility of sig- 


nificant culture. In summary, a mass culture can- 
not be a significant culture.

| HAVE heen asked by the St. Louis Post-Dispatch 


to contribute to its anniversary supplement an 

article on automatic machinery, its place in the 
America of the future, and its impact on American 
democracy. 


A technical description of how automatic mia- 


chines work. would be out of place. But let me state — 


emphatically at the outset of my remarks that auto- 
matic machinery of a new sort is assuredly here to 


stay. These new machines are coupled to the outer .. 


world through the mechanical equivalents of sense 
organs. Already they are ex vely employed in 
the chemical industry; they are beginning to make 
their mark on the assembly line. Their techitical 
development is well under way. Lat ay ? 
Yer I find it impossible to extrapolate from the 
degree of automatization already existing in Ameri- 
can industry and agriculture to the degree we may 
anticipate in the near or not-o-near future. This is 


impossible, first, because the field is changing so 
rapidly that an assessment of its state of development © 


made today will be meaningless tomorrow. But more 
important, the question “How far has automatization 
P ?” usually assumes the superimposing of. 
automatic machines on existing industrial and agri- 
cultural techniques. This assumption mis-reads the 
writing on the wall, because the development of 
automatic machinery makes possible—and in certain 
cases will doubtless require—radical changes in tech- 


nology itself. 


LET ME ILLUSTRATE WHAT I MEAN BY 
this: No one familiar with the development of in- 
dustrial techniques sees specific innovations either 
as straight-line processes or simply as additions, or 


supplements to an otherwise unchanged process. The > 


first impact of a new invention is generally the re- 
lacement of a particular stage in existing techniques 
y a new equivalent and more economical stage made 


possible by the invention. Generally, in the retro- 


' spect of' history, we are able to see that this first 


employment was superficial and unimaginative, and 
that the néw position of the invention depends on an 
entire re-making of the economics of the old situa- 
tion in térms of the potentialities present in the 
invention but which were not at first apparent. 
The electric motor is a hackneyed example. When 
it was firet commonly used in the last quarter of the 
last century it -was customary for factories to close 
down their old steam engines and to replace them by 
. relatively large electric motors which used the more 
efficiently generated power of electric companies. 
But except for the motor, the factory was subetan- 
tially unchanged. ak 
The forest of belts was retained and simply ~~ 
to the new motor rather than the steam engine. Elec- 
trical power, which is not in its essential nature a

It is, rather, con- 
cerned with what the capabilities of these new ma- 
chines involve en masse, and of what things, difficult 
or impossible ip the past, have now become common- 
places for further technical development. 


Here I insert a word of caution about claims that 
are being made by promoters who seek to unload 
highly speculative stocks in new developments in 
automatization. The man in the street who -wishes 
to invest in automatization should put his mone 
into the hands of the large industrial laboratories, 
which can. afford to investigate all possible’ tech- 
niques of automatization, even those of only tempo- 
rary importance. Such investments are already 


known to be relatively safe for the general public. 


Now as for the effect of automatization on 
American agriculture: This question again drama- 
tizes the dangers of thinking in terms of a brand 
new automatization technique and a static larger 


technique, which in this case will be agricultural. 
The automatic machine makes use of the photo- 
electric cell and of electronic sense organs to. per- 
form tasks of discrimination usually assigned to low- 
level human effort. In factories, it has been suc- 


‘cessfully used in the regulation. of the thickness of 


a web of paper, or in the selection and rejection of 
defective products in a cannery. culture contains 
tasks of this nature.

Backed by a grant from Lilly Endowment, Inc., . Drs. 
Milton L.. Barron and Gordon F. Streib of Cornell's Depart- 
ment of Sociology and Anthropology have collected opinions 
from some 4,000 men and women in plants all over the 
United States. 

In general, they learned that, if life-doesn't actually begin 
at 60, it certainly doesn’t end then. For example— 

» About 65 per cent of the 64-year-olds felt they were 
middle-aged or younger! 

p> Almost 50 per cent said they never wish they could be 

younger again. | 

>» Approximately 75 per cent reported that they still enjoy 

their work, and more than 70 per cent would not change | 
their jobs even if they had a chance. Sr 
> More than 85 per cent stated that they did no have (ti. 
to cut down om their daily activities such as driving, garden- 

ing and walking. 

> Approximately 70 per cent are in

There'll be, she’s .determined, no sadness packed 
with the new camera Zina Lee will find under the 
tinsel-strewn tree. Nor with Jo Ann's walking doll, 
John’s electric train and Nancy Sue's toys. 
> “I want them to have a happy Christmas,” she says, 
“like other kids. I'm going to try.” — 

Last year, the first she had to face alone, was 
harder. She dreaded to see it come. 

Two Christmases ago still seems a nightmare. 

“About now,” she says, “I was expecting Nancy 
Sue. Ellis and I were having a crazy time getting 
ready for Christmas and a baby all at the same time. 
I didn’t know when I'd be out of the hospital, so we 
raced around getting presents, a new TV set for the 
house, new ornaments and a lot of things. Ellis was 
always enthusiastic about Christmas, but he always 
kept putting things off. 

“I bought Ellis a shirt, tie, socks, handkerchiefs, 
house slippers and a pair'of pejamas at Walker's 
Clothing Store here in town. : 

“I wrote out a card: ‘Love . ;. feom Boonie’ (that’s: 
my nickname) and stuck it in with the shirt. Then 1 
hid all the gifts in my sister's house. 
> “Sure enough, on December 16th, 1 bad do ruck 
to the hospital at Herrin, 12 miles away. Nancy Sue 
was born on the 19th and on the 21st, at noon, Ellis 
took us home. We were all feeling fine. 
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“It was on Friday, the last day before the mine 
closed down for a long Christmas weekend. A lot of 
the miners weren't going to work that night, but Ellis 
said he wanted to get that pay. Besides, he was a 
foreman and had men to look after. 

“All afternoon, he put up the tree and watched the 


‘TV programs. Around 4 p.m. my mother and 


father came and they all had fun looking at the baby. 
Then Ellis ate a pork chop for supper and got his 
mother to stay with me until he came back at 3 a.m. 
as usual. I was still too weak to leave my bed. 


“Then he bent over the crib and kissed Nancy Sue. 
He said she was the prettiest baby he ever saw. Then 
he kissed me and said, ‘So long, Sugar . . :’” 

It was cold, and a light snow was falling when Ellis 
revved up the motor of the family 2-door sedan and 
drove to the mine, six miles away. 

Gathering his crew (which included his father) at 
Portal #4, Ellis smiled with the others at the greeting 
chalked on the pithead blackboard: “MERRY 
CHRISTMAS TO THE NIGHT CREW,"" 

They went lightheartedly down the shaft at 6 p.m. 
and reached their work locations at about 6:45. The 
explosion, or explosions, came at about 7:35. The 
news flashed across town a little later—when 2,000 bas- 
ketball fans at a pre-Christmas game at Central High 
School heard the loud speakers bark an emergency call 
for all doctors present to report to the mines.
